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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group 1, claims 1-87 are drawn to a phase splitter and method for generating 
first and second complementary output clock signals from an input clock in which the 
first output clock signal is generated from a first branch of an even number of series 
connected inverters, and the second output clock signal is generated form a second 
branch of an odd number of series connected inverters, and the output of an inverter in 
one of the branches to an input of an inverter in the other of the branches; 

Group 2, claims 88-89 are drawn to a method of scaling a circuit having at least a 
first logic component driving a second logic component which includes the steps of 
"downwardly scaling first logic component", "downwardly scaling second logic 
component to a greater extent than the scaling of said first component so that the 
second component is scaled to a greater extent than first component", and "coupling an 
electrical loading component to the output of fist component, the electrical component 
being unconnected to any other portion of the circuit, the electrical loading component 
maintaining the timing relationship". 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
